Moscow, May 26.—The day has been a 


glorious one, and all nature has seemed to 
smile on the czar's coronation. 
The 


weather was perfect. 


The Kremlin and countless churches 


with their gold and silver colored cupolas 
everywhere shone resplendent with the 
sunshine. The ringing of the bells of the 
many churches joining with the cathedral 
bells at the conclusion of different por- 
tions of the c ;remony were broken now 
and then by the booming cannon, but 
filled the air with music to thrill even the 
most impassive Noujik. 


Throughout the night and early morning 
myriads of people flocked the city and at 


7.30 o'clock when the first artillery salute 
echoed over the city, all the streets in the 
vicinity of the Kremlin palace were 
densely thronged. At 11.20 booming can- 
non and pealing bell announced the act of 
coronation completed. At noon their im- 
perial majesties were anointed. At 12.30 
o'clock the ceremonies at the cathedral 
ot the Assumption were finished and their 
majesties reached Granovitaia atl o'clock. 


On leaving! he cathedral their majesties 


attired in full splendor proceeded to the 
red terrace of the palace in full view of 
the immense multitude. It was a scene 
of 
indescribable 
enthusiasm, 
the 


crowds beingcariiedaway by the intensity 
of the feeling awakened. The spectacle 
of coronation in the cathedra] was 
impressive in the extreme with its 
splendor of teligious ritual and solemn 
pomp. Every detail of the ancient rites 
was followed most minutel;-. 


At 7.30 o'clock this morning the cere- 


monies commenced with a salute of 
twenty-one cannon shots, marking the 
opening of the day, and at the same hour 
the bells in the cathedral of the Assumpt- 
ion began ringing. 


Half an hour later, under the guidance 


of the Arch-Grand-Master-of-the-Ceremo- 
nies, all the court dignitaries and distin- 
guished persons who were to take part in 
the imperial cortege, as well as those who 
were to take part in the ceremony, began 
to assemble in the halls of the palace and 
atS o'clock other court officials and digni 
taries gathered in the cathedral. The 
ladies wore the Russian court dress and 
the dignitaries were in full unifhrm. The 
foreign representatives and ambassadors 
were at the palace and cathedral also. 


Previous to this an immense body of 


troops had been gathered around the 
Kremlin and from one end to the other 
of the route followed by the imperial 
party, in passing irom the palce to the 
cathedral of the Assumption and from 
there to the other cathedrals of the 
Kremlin, troops formed double lines on 
both sides, those immediately protecting 
their majesties being the Grenadiers of 
the palace and detachments from the 
various cavalry regiments of which his 
majesty, the czar, is colonel-in-chief. In 
the interior of the palace were other 
troops. 


A Te Deum for the preservation of the 


lives of their Majesties was celebrated in 
the Cathedral at 8 o'clock in the morning 
and, after prayers the coronation march 
and ceremonies began. Columns of type 
could not name the grandees and nobility 
present and describe the pomp of the 
ceremony, which was most elaborate. 


A grand feast ended the ceremonies this 


afternoon.

THE LOSS OF LIFE THERE 


FRIGHTFUL.

CAIRO, 111.—A terrible cyclone 
and 


storm has caused death and disaster in 
this section. A hurricane and cloud- 
burst combined struck Cairo at 8.30 
o'clock this morning. Thirteen 
lives 


were lost by the sinking of a ferry boat at 
the wharf. Five miles of telegraph poles 
are down ane it is impossible to tell the 
extent of damage to the south, but it is 
believed to be very great. 


OXFOHD, Mich., May 26.—The cylone

Oakland county is beginning to be appre- 
ciated.

Special Meeting Monday Night. A Con- 


joint Movement of Law and Gospel. 


"Charley " Didn't Respond. On the 


Steps Adjoined to Town Hall. 


The stir of the town of Cheshire the 


past two days has been the whole theme 
of conversation there. 
The attempt to 


make a decided move on the part of the 
disaffected of the Baptist church towards 
the removal of the pastor, Rev. E. N. 
Harding, culminated Monday evening in a 
meeting in enow er to a call made Sunday, 
tbe notice being read from the steps of 
the church. 


At the appointed hour, a few of the 


anti-Harding faction, accompanied by 
Sheriff Frink and Lawyer Couch of North 
Adams, with several reporters from out 
of town, assembled at the steps of the 
church, while at the neighboring houses 
and the store across the way, and in 
squads upon the lawns about, had congre- 
gated several hundred people to witness 
this novel effort at settling this trouble- 
some affair. 
Ex-Clerk of the Church 


Martin,—he having been superceded by 
L. J. Northup at the last annual meeting 
went to the church door and rapped, ask- 
ing for "Charley." Who "Charley could 
be was a question, and after calling twice 
and receiving no response, he stepped to 
the front step and read the call for a spec- 
ial business meeting. 


D. F. Bucklin was made moderator. 


Then the meeting w^s adjourned to the 
Town hall, but a few rods^ away. One 
hundred persons were present there, be- 
ing but fifty members of the society, all 
voting in a body unanimously upon all 
the articles in the notice. 


After prayer by A. J. Leonard, F. A. 


Martin was chosen to notify the pastor, 
Rev. 
E. N. Harding, to sever his connec- 


tion with this church. Article 4 and sec- 
tion 2 of the church manual was repealed 
and recinded, this section of the manual 
being a great objection to the disaffected 
when they found they were defeated in 
the vote for officers of the church at the 
last annual meeting, as they claimed the 
pastor took advantage of his power to 
control the meeting. The article reads aa 
follows: 


"Speoial meetings may be called by the 


pastor. In his absence tbe clerks shall 
call such a meeting on a written request 
signed by not less than seven male mem- 
bers, and the notice shall be publicly 
given from the pulpit oa the Lords day 
proceeding." 


This meeting voted to incorporate at 


the next annual meeting. The meeting 
closed after taking a vote to continue 
over to the next annual meeting, January, 
1897, the officers elected in 1895. This vote 
was an attempt to ignore the present 
board of officers of the church, who are, 
in large part, in accord with Pastor Hard- 
ing. 
This effort has a good deal of 


apparent bluff about it, as the outside 
public look upon it. 


ANOTHER RAID. 


What the Officers Found at a Rool Beer 


Establishment. 


The ginger ale bottling establishment 


conducted by C. V. Parker at 33 Brooklyn 
street was raided by Sheriff Frinfc and 
Special Officer Robertson at 12.15 o'clock 
this afternoon. 


A search of the premises resulted in the 


finding of a barrel and two casks of hard 
cider, five gallons of wine and eighteen 
bottles of ale, Mr. Parker was not 
arrested at the time of the raid but will be 
be accused of illegal selling.

A MILITIA CAMP IN THE SIXTIES. 


The First Brave Words for War and 


Union Spoken from Pulpit and Press 


in This Place, and IVho Spok: 


Them. 


CHAPTER II. 


The Wednesday evening previous to 


election, 1860, witnessed the torchlight 
parade ofSOtFWide Awakes in line in the 
streets of North Adams under the direction 
Chief Marshall Edwin Rogers and aids, 
while the village blazed with general 
illumination. 
On this occasion all the 


clubs of Northern Berkshirhe were pres- 
ent, and Hon. James T. Robinson in elo- 
quent speech presented the North Adams 
club an elegant banner, a gift from Repub- 
lican ladies of the village. 


The election occurred November 6 and 


it more resembled all the voting popula- 
tion going to church, than to the polls. 
The intelligent voters knew how much 
the country had at stake in the last of the 
ballot on that day, at least the great 
majority of them who registered their 
suffrages for God and freedom and for 
men for high office, which no one has 
since (that memorable occasion had tbe 
audacity to dispute were not only man, 
but God chosen. 


As we write it seems like a far away 


dream, that anxious waiting and watching 
for state and national returns. 
Think of 


it ye readers who now through the medium 
of ocean cables, lands spider-webbed with 
telegraph and telephone wires and rapid 
steam and electrical transit, whose brains 
are feasted and pampered with the whole 
happenings two great hemisperes twice 
in every twenty-four hours with startling 
news gleanings and rumors fed in mental 
sanwiches every hour of each day, 
what it was in that now distant period of 
time to wait for days for those full returns 
which gave to this nation Abraham Lin- 
coln for its president and saviour in its 
time of dire distress and need, and » 
cordon of great war governors of the 
northern and western states, who with 
his famous cabinet, and backed shoulder 
to shoulder by capitalist and patriot man- 
hood, by brave wives and daughters, 
dauntless armies on foot and on horse, 
naval squadrons and staunch artillery led 
by brave captains who like the veritable 
sons of Aaron held up his hands until the 
gloom of tyranny in our republic was dis- 
pelled by the glorious sunshine of univer- 
sal freedom. 


It was May 24,1860, when Editor Phil- 


lips hoisted the names of Lincoln and 
Hamlin at the head of his columns, with 
"Old Glory" waving above them, adding 
thereto the other Republican nominations 
as th'ey were made. It was November 
S, 1860, the final issue of the first term of 
publication of the Hoosae Valley News, 
that he announced the election of Lincoln 
and Hamlin and Andrews and Goodrich, 
and the mighty cycloneof Republican vic- 
tories which had swept over the land. It 
was two weeks later when he issued the 
Combined News and TEANSCRIPT which 
he published and edited from November 
22,1860 to November 23,1S65 when he dis- 
posed of the journal to its late editor, 
James T. Robinson. 


Up to 1860 there had not been much at- 


tention paid in North Adams to military 
matters, though I'or several years the 
Greylock Infantry, a state militia com- 
pany, had flourished and William D. 
Hodge's flne band had been the military 
band of a batallionof state infantry. Even 
this military life had been largely due to 
Brigadier General Andrew A. Richmond, 
a talented lawyer and politician, who al- 
ways bad been an earnest soldier and of- 
ficer in the state militia. Tbe final num- 
ber of the Hoosae Valley News, after a 
publication of three years and three 
months, contained an accoontof a mili- 
tary encampment in the village, called 
"Camp Stark," with Major H. S. Briggs 
of Pittsfleld as commandant. The Na- 
tional Home Guards and City Artillery of 
Troy, with 35 men; the Allen Guards of 
Pittsfleld, Captain C. ,M.Whelden, 49 
men; the 'Greylock Infantry, Captain C. 
M. Brown, 85 men; and Hodge's band, 
16 men, participated. Before opening 
this camp these bodies marched to the 
residence of General Richmond on Sum- 
mer street and paid him military honors. 


The first issue of the combined news 


and TRANSCRIPT contained an eloquent 
editorial on "Freedom's Victory at the 
Ballot Box," and severely arraigned those 
who for any reasons whatever should 
further seek to secure dearly bought 
peace by further compromise with the 
crime of slavery. The second issue was 
equally fearless and strong in its editorial 
arguments against further parley with the 
slave power, which quite a number of 
frightened citizens seemed hopeful would 
be accomplished. Two South Carolina 
U. S. senators had resigned their seats, 
tbe air was full of alarming rumors, and a 
number of southern subscribers had dis- 
continued the TRANSCRIPT because they 
feared the violence of the slave holders 
if they continued to longer receive it. 


Then followed the cowardly message of 


President Buchanan, showing that he had 
yielded body and soul to tbe South, fol- 
lowed by a confession that he feared 
assassination if be stood by the Union. 
Then Wendell Phillips was mobbed in 
Faaeuil Hall, Boston, and Henry Ward 
Beecher was mobbed and stoned in tbe 
streets of Brooklyn, while Douglas had 
declared that secession meant anarchy 
and that he was against it. It bad been 
previously determined that if South Car- 
olina should secede, that the act would 
inaugurate war, and it was only on that 
event, December 27, 1860, that for the 
first time many citizens in Berkshire 
realized the emergency which had come 
upon the country. This was soon followed 
by the ordering of Major Anderson by 
Gen. Scott to evacuate Fort Moultrie in 
Charleston 
harbor, which be did by

Two Strong Factions Meet at the Ballot 


Box. 
Lively Tussle for Moderator. 


The Mill Employes on Hand. Zylo- 


nlte Water will be Used. 


The hottest meeting of any kind which 


this town has ever seen was that of Mon- 
day afternoon, when the question of water 
supply came before the voters of the town 
for consideration. A partial report was 
given in Monday's TRANSCRIPT. 


The meeting was called for 2 o'clock, 


and before that hour the town hall was 
crowded to the doors, more than 500 
voters being present as the result of the 
privilege given them by their employers 
to leave work for the afternoon without 
losing their pay. 


There were two factions, the Renfrew 


and the Plunlcett, and at Monday's meet- 
ing the former was the most largely rep- 
resented and carried everything for which 
they cared. 


The fight began before the meeting, in 


the distribution of slips bearing 
the 


names of A. B. Mole and J.C.Chalmers 
respectfully for moderator. Clerk F. W. 
Spaulding called the meeting to order and 
ordered that the meeting ballot for mod- 
orator. He appointed these two checkers: 
George F. Sayles and John M. Moriu. A. 
B. Mole moved the appointment of two 
more and when the motion was passed 
Godfrey Sanderson, Jr., and Arthur W. 
Safford were added. 


Then voting began. When only a few 


votes had been cast Daniel Bergen moved 
that the box be closed. The crowd show- 
ed it was there for business. Each side 
was afraid the other might spring a snap 
of some kind and so the motion was lost. 


There were persistent efforts to end the 


voting, but all were lost. 
A. B. Mole 


made one of the motions and Mr. Chal- 
mers seconded it to no avail. 
Oliver A. 


Upton's motion that counting be started 
was lost. Peter rowers moved that a 
committee be appointed to count the bal- 
lots, but Clerk Spaulding ruled him out 
of order. Meantime voting was going on 
rapidly and two police officers stood with 
the ballot box. 


Finally at 2,45 o'clock upon motion of 


William O'Brien, the following commit- 
tee was appointed to count ballots; Frank 
Coenan, J. C. Anthony, Godfrey Sander- 
son, Jr., and John M. Morin. 


At 3.04 o'clock Elisha Burlingame made 


a motion to turn tbe box and it was lost. 
Less than a minute later when hardly any 
more votes were cast, James Renfrew, 
made the same motion and It was unani 
mously carried. 
Five minutes later it 


was known that the Renfrew crowd had 
the meeting by more than two-thirds of 
the legal voters present. There were 470 
votes cast au 1 of these Mr. Chalmers had 
339. 


When Mr. Chalmers took the chair 


I and other business was opened, Oliver A. 


Upton moved the use of the check-list in 
voting. He was ruled out of order. 


Article 2 of the warrant was to see if 


the district would annul the vote recently 
passed to accept the proposition of the 
Adams Power company. Elisha Burliii- 
gamc moved the passage of the article on 
the grounds that the vote was not Icgji 
because there was no article in the war- 
rant of the meeting concerning the Power 


{ company's proposition, and the district 
could not legally act on anything involv- 
ing so much money unless there was. He 
also spoke of the relative hardness of (he 
water from Zylonite and Dry brook. 


Judge N. H. Bixby said he had, inde- 


pendent of anything which might come 
up in the meeting, investigated the leg- 
ality of the action and loand that it was 
perfectly legal and that the flrc district, 
having voted to accept the Power com- 
pany's proposition, had to staud by it or 
the company could, not that he thought 
they would, bat they could make the 
town stand by it and settle with them. 
He said he was authorized to say that tbe 
district would secure by the desired con- 
tract not only the water but the wells, 
the land surrounding them, room lor a 
power house, the resevoir and the build- 
ing on the land. Then, too, the company 
is bound to supply 1,000,000 gallons of 
water daily. 


A. B. Daniels, A. B. Mole took part in 


the 
discussion and Dr. Wilder made 


remarks on the motion which was finally 
put and lost. 


Then came Article 3, which was to 


see if the town would increase its water 
supply; 4, to appoint a committee to 
act in the matter of an increase; 5, to 
borrow money to make such increase; and 
Article 6, to see if the town will issue 
bonds for such purpose. 
Judge Bixby 


moved that they be indefinitely postponed. 


A. B. Mole thought such action would 


only leave us another summer without a 
supply of water. Mr. Bixby replied that 
the article in question would not expedite 
matters. James Renfrew made a few 
remarks which were loudly applauded 
and when the motion was put it was 
unanimously carried. 


Article 7 was to see if the fire district 


would raise and appropriate a sum suffi- 
cient to carry out the recent vote of the 
town, to purchase a water supply from 
the Adams Powercompany. 
Under this 


article, Judge Bixby moved that the fire 
district raise the sum of f30,000 by means 
of a loan made and by virtue of the pro- 
visions of chapter 4Soof the acts of 1895, 
as amended by chapter 292 of the acts of 
1896 for tbe purpose of carrying out the 
vote of the fire district passed at a meet- 
ing of the legal voters of the fire district 
held April 25 last, accepting the offer ol 
tbe Adams Power company to sell tbe 
water from its wells at Zylonite and to 
purchase the same and said sum c.' 
$30,000 is 
hereby 
appropriated 
for 


that purposo "whenever a deed of said 
water and water rights shall be presented 
to the treasurers of the fire district. Elisha 
Burlingame amended the motion by ad-

Drawing a long kiiike from 
a belt which he wore he turned suddenly 
and ran toward the crowd of boys, waving 
his weapon and repeating utterances uot 
readily to be translated in English with 
the entire meaning they expressed. The 
boys sought refuge in stairways, door 
ways, stores and in their rapid flight and 
it was well they disappeared for the man 
was enraged beyond self-control. Con- 
sidering the futility of chasing the fleeing 
tormentors, the Italian sheathed his knife 
and returned to his discarded pack, mut- 
tering dire vengence and fairly tottering 
in his rage. Sheriff Frink heard of the 
affair shortly alter it happened and ar. 
rested the man on Slate street for carrying 
concealed weapons. 


The prisoner gave his name as Silvistos 


Luonzo. His story was heard through an 
interpreter and three witnesses gave testi- 
mony of the affair. The court fined the 
offender $10 and warned him against 
carrying concealed weapons in the future.

METEORS THAT REACH THE EARTH. 


Strnnfe Visitors From Spaoe Are 


Alike In Their Nature. 


All of you have btenxut of doors On a 


cloudless evening and havo eeen • star ap- 
parently fall from its place In the sky nnd 
glide In a long line of light towaul tin 
horizon. 


Ferhapo you hava wondered, as I ' used 


to do, how long it would bo before the 
Etarn would all be gone from the sky, since 
one fell so often. I did cot then know, 
whnt I havo laarnoci slnoa, that "shooting 
stars" are not true stars at all, but only 
bodies which appear for an instanb and 
tliou disappear forever. Let us call them 
meteors, and thus avoid confounding them 
with real stars, for the real stars are as 
enduring as anything In the universe. 


In common speech, however, the term 


meteors Is largely confined to those shoot- 
Ing stars which are very large and bright 
nnd are seen only now and then. Since 
they do not. however, differ from the 
shooting stars in any important respect, so 
far as we know, most of the learned schol- 
ars who make B study of such subjects con- 
iider them the same. 


Now, if meteors never came any nearer 


the earth than flo those whioh we BO often 
see, we should know uothiug more about 
them than what we could learn from their 
light, anil that would lie very HUlo. 


But it sometimes linppoiis that one of 


them can be soeu to come directly down to 
the earth. It makes a bright light as it 
falls, sometimes so intense as to outshino 
tho sun when that Is in the sky. Some- 
tini'js the meteor carries with it. a cloud of 
smoke and falls with a hissing, splutter- 
ing noise, throwing out showers of sparks 
ns it descends. 
Usually, too, loud reports 


BTO hoard as it pusses through the air, as 
if aerial armias were cannonading one an- 
other, nnd as the sound of tho conflict tiles 
away long rolls of echoing thunder shake 
the earth. 


When the astonished people thereabout 


have recovered from their fright and has- 
ten to the spot whero the meteor struck 
the earth, they sometimes find buried in 
tho soil — If the soil has any depth — n piece 
of stone or metal, often no larger tban a 
ben's egg, but somtiines bi^'uollgll to be 
of several hundred pounds wulght. 


It is usually still hot if picked up very 


soon after its fall, and its surface will be 
found to be covered by a thin crust, or 
varnish, made by the melting and flowing 
of its outside. This crust on the stones is 
usually black, while the interior Is light 
gray in color ; on tho pieces of metal ili is 
of a rusty brown color and the interior ol 
the mass nlckol white. The surface ot 
thcso bodies can be seen, too, to be indent- 
ed by little pits or hollows which look foi 
all the world as 1C the mags had once been 
soft as n piece of putty and some one had 
pressed It with his thumb in many places.

Where Ships' Sails Bometlme* Sine. 
Some cnrious facts have been noted 


with regard to the sound conducting qual 
Itles of ships' sails. When rendered con- 
cava by a gentle bronze, the widespread 
galls of a ship are suid to be excellent con 
duotors of sound. 


A ship was once sailing along tba coast 


of Brazil, far out of sight of land. 
Bud 


denly sevor.il of the crew, whllo walking 
along the dock, noticed that when passing 
and repassiiig a particular spot they al- 
ways licnril with great distinctness the 
sound of bella chiming sweet music, as 
though being rung but a short distance 
•way. 


Dumfounded by this phenomenon thoy 


quickly coninuiniaated the discovery to 
their shipmates, but none of them wa« 
nblu to solve the enigma as to tho origin ol 
these seemingly mysterious sounds which 
came to them across the water. 


Months afterward, upon returning to 


Brazil, the craw determined to satisfy their 
curiosity. Accordingly they ineutioneij 
the circumstance to their friends and were 
Informed that at tho tirno when tho sounds 
were heard the balls in the cathedral of 
San Salvador, on the coast, had been ring- 
ing to celebrate a feast held in honor ol 
one of the saints. 


Their sound, wonderful to relate, favored 


by a gentle, steady breeze, bad traveled ! 
distuiicu of upward of 100 miles over tbo 
smooth water and had been brought to n 
focus by the sails at the particular 'ocality 
in which tbe sweet soun ia wero first heard 


This is but one of several instances or a 


similar kind, trustworthy 
authorities 


claiming that this same music is often 
hoard under somewhnt the same clrcura 
stances, and especially in a moisture laden 
atmosphere,— London Tlt-BUs.

Result of Supreme Court Decision 


f In tho Horaa Case. 


MORE EXPEDITIONS TO BE SEST 


But Mora Seerecj- Will Be Xeeeuary »nd 


They Will Labor Under Greater Dim- 


enlty— Exerutlre Clemency C.pt. 


Only Hop«. 


Philadelphia. May 26.— The decision 


rendered by the United States supreme 
court yesterday, holding that Capk 
Wiborjr of the steamship Horsa was 
guilty of a violation of the neutrality 
laws in condurting a filibustering ex- 
pedition to aid the Cuban insurgents, 
is a great blow to the friends of free 
Cuba in this city, who say that, while 
other expeditions will undoubtedly be 
sent to that island, they will have to 
be conducted with much more secrecy 
and under far more difficult circum- 
stances. 
Unless the president inter- 


feres Capt. Wiborg will ha»e to serve 
the sentence originally imposed upon 
him. 
The opinion, which was de- 


livered by Chief Justice Fuller, holds 
that the decision of the Pennsylvania 
court was correct on the point that 
the expedition was a violation of the 
neutrality law s. The judgment of the 
lower court wa's affirmed as to Capt. 
Wiborg, but reversed as to the mates 
of the Horsa, Johansen and Petersen, 
on the ground that they were ignorant 
of the purpose of the expedition. Judge 
Harlan concurred in the reversal of th» 
judgment as to Petersen and Johansen, 
but dissented from the judgment affirm- 
ing the sentence against Wiborg. Thia 
case was recently advanced by the su- 
preme court at the request of the at- 
torney general, who was desirous of 
securing a decision as to the condition 
of the neutrality laws and their effect 
in preventing filibustering expedition* 
against friend I y powers, 


LITERALLY SLAUGHTERED. 


Criuhlnc Defeat of » Spnnlth Force While 


Trying To Invade CnbltM. 


Kingston, Jamaica, May 26. — Advices 


have roachcc1 here from a reliable 
source in Cuba to the effect that a 
strong body of Spanish troops recently 
made a second attempt to invade C«- 
bitas, the seat of the Cuban govern- 
ment. They ivere ambushed in the 
mountain fastnesses and sustained a 
crushing defeat. The Spaniards were 
literally slaughtered by the insurgents 
and the force was compelled to flee in 
disorder, abandoning their equipments 
on the field, 'fhe advices further show 
that a filibustering expedition, having 
large quantities of munitions of war, 
has landed a1 a place to the eastward 
of Santiago de Cuba. 


Cuban Fair Open*. 


New York, May 26. — The great fair 


for Cuba Libre, or the Cuban- American 
fair, was opened last night in the 
Madison Square garden. The garden 
presented a gorgeous appearance, with 
many lights and the blending of the 
Cuban flag and "Old Glory," while the 
gaily decorated booths added to and 
heightened tlie general effect. 
There 


were every w here hosts of dark-eyed 
beauties, who did their best to wheedle 
the seductive coin from the purses of 
the large number of visitors, and there 
were early indications that they were 
eminently successful. 


Cuban* Buy a Yacht. 


Camden, X .T., May SO. — The Cuban 


junta has purchased a thirty-foot gas 
and electric vacht owned by a resident 
of Camden, and the little craft, the 
Lulu Snang. is now said to be on her 
way to Cuba. The yacht can make 
fiftsen knot* an hour and can carry 
thirty peoplo. It is said that she will 
be used by the Cubans as a sort of a 
tender tothe larger filibustering steam- 
ers and will convey the latters' cargoes 
ashore to the island.

AN UNPROFITABLE BUSINESS. 
Flihermen Organic* To llo Away with, tnt 


Gains of CommlMtan Men. 


Long Branch, N. J., May 36.—The 


pound fishermen of Long Branch are 
catching so many fish that the busi- 
ness is becoming .unprofitable. Some- 
thing unusual is the large hauls of sea 
bass in the pounds. They are selling 
large quantities as low as two cents a 
pound, one firm selling 400 pounds at 
one and a-half cents on Saturday. This 
they say does not pay for the hauling. 
The fishermen have organized and in' 
corpora ted a company known as the 
Atlantic Fish company. The object is 
to dispense with commission men, and 
the new method goes into effect on 
June 1. Fish will then be shipped di- 
rect to consumers at a fixed price. By 
this method the fishermen expect to 
realize a fair return for their labor. 
For many years past the fishing busi- 
ness, according to those twho follow it, 
owing to the numerous pound fisheries 
and necessarily large hauls, has proved 
profitable 
only to the commission 


houses. The new company has a paid- 
up capital stock of 815,000, and among 
its members are the leading pound 
fishermen along the Atlantic coast in 
this neighborhood. 


NOT LEGALLY APPOINTED. 


Ho Pay for the New York Confidential 


Liquor Agents. 


Albany, May 26.—The sixty confi- 


dential agents who are to scour the 
state and see that there are no viola- 
tions of the Raines liquor tax law are 
not likely to receive their monthly sal- 
ary right away, unless the courts come 
to their aid. State Comptroller Roberts 
announced to-day that he would not 
pay these officials unless they have 
passed a competitive civil service ex- 
amination. He bases his opinion upon 
the written opinions of Elihu Root, 
ex-.Tudge Danforth of the court of ap- 
peals, Norman B. Eaton, Everett P. 
Wheeler, John C. Milburn, and Mat- 
thew Hale of Albany. All of these 
gentlemen are of the opinion that the 
appointment of these special or confi- 
dential agents, without their having 
passed «a competitive civil service 
examination, is in direct violatiSn of 
the civil service provision of the state 
constitution, and that those special 
agents already named have never been 
lawfully appointed.

S7.OOO for LlbeL 


Washington, May £6.—By the denial 


of a petition for a writ of eertiorari, 
just announced by Chief Justice Fuller, 
a $7,000 judgment in a libel suit against 
the New York World was sustained. 
The World printed a story to the 'effect 
that Alex McDonald, agent of the 
Standard Oil company at Cincinnati, 
was a defaulter to the company and a 
fugitive. He sued for damages in the 
circuit court at New York and got 
judgment for 55,000.
